memorandum issued by the National Negro Uongrese rela 247 
o the National Board Meeting and stated the problems to be considered 
at the Sectenber 26, 1943 meeting. This memorandum sets out in greater 
detail the problems outlined in the above mentioned letter and specifically ~ 
calls for the immediate onening of a second front in Western Surope, 
pointing out that although President Roosevelt and Mr, Churchill have 
made "solemn pledges" during the wst two years that a second front would 
be opened, such military action has not as yetbeen forthcoming. z. 


With reference to the second problem -- abolition of Jim

With reference to the campaign of preparation for the 1944 
elections, the memorandum was less specific. It pointed out only that 
"The Presidential election in 1944 will be the most important since the 
Congressional elections in 1862. We must act now to reach the negro 
people on the issues at stake in the coming elections, The Board will 
endeavor to formulate a specific and far-reaching program to the end,*

Under pretext, the writer interviewed Miss KELLEY in 
these offices end ascertained that the office at the ebove address is 
actually the Cleveland Office of the Victory Mutusl Life Insurance 
Company, where AcLLEY is employed as a stenogrpher, 


With further reference to the activities of the Cleveland

press release from the Cleveland Council, protesting to Uhio Uongressmen 


the existing quota of negro nurses in the armed forces in this country.
